Wales, a lawyer in Bingham pion, N. 
Y., against President White, of the 
United Mine Worerks of America, for 
fees he alleges are due him for the 
part lie’ took in .settling the strike. 
“In September,” said Mr. Roosevelt, 
“the situation began .to grow acute. 
It was a situation full of menace to 
the country. 
I asked to appear be­ 
fore me representatives of the oper­ 
ators and of the miners. 
I unguided 
the attitude of John Mitchell, then 
head of the miners, as reasonable, 
and the attitude of the operators as 
unreasonable and offensive.” / 
Alter telling of his efforts io settle 
the strike through a commission of 
arbitration, which Grover Cleveland 
consented to head, he continued: 
“I made up my mind that i would 
have to take drastic action unless the 
operators and miners got together. 
I intended to send 
in

The sect claims 
to he guided by 
revelations 
from 
God 
delivered 
through its “speakers,” who talk with 
the “tongue of diving guidance.” 
A “revelation” directing the sect to 
“set aside” Mrs. J. T. Covington from 
the church, because she had become 
weak in the faith, started the fight, it 
is said. 
She is declared to have seized Mrs 
Sarah 
O’Sheen, 
of 
Bloom, 
tile 
“speaker,” by the hair and dragged 
her to the floor, while other members 
of the sect attempted to restrain her 
Mrs. Covington was accused of hav 
ing weak faith because she admittee 
that she is now airaid to pick up a 
rattler.

I he boat had made three attempts 
to go around a big bend up stream, 
but fell back. 
The captain, enraged 
at his failures, swore that he would

thrown into the furnace to increase 
Lei steam power. 
He then stood on 
the hurricane deck and gave orders 
to let her go. 
At the first revolution of the pad­ 
dles there came a burst 
of thunder 
| sound, and at least 200 souls were 
sent into eternity. The boat was load­ 
ed with Mormon emigrants for

west. Never will I forget the terri­ 
ble scene that met my 
young eyes 
when I arrived at the scene of car­ 
nage!
